SERVANT REGISTRATION. 


The question of servant registration in this Colony is 
by no means a new one. Its merits and demerits have been 
argued time and again, but the proposition that has now 
been made public by Mr. E. J. Weiss, of the Exporters 
Co-operative Company. raises the whole matter. so that a 
few observations on our part might uot be out of place. 
Let us just condense the proposals uf Mr. Weiss so that the 
teader can better appreciate what follows. A House 
Servants’ Employment Exchange.is going to be established

_servants—it doesn’t matter whether it’s a boy, cuok or amah 
or even house coolie—will make application for work. His 
photograph will be taken and attached to a credential card 
the Exchange will give him. All the references the 
applicant gives will be looked into to see if they are 
genuine; if the late master or mistress have left the Colony 
be will be turned down. False information will .be 
discovered and the applicant will not only be refused a jab 
but if all residents make it a rule to get their servants only 
through the Exchange the servant won't get a job at any 
time. Twenty-five per cent-of the servant's first month's 
pay will be charged for the privilege of being able to vbtain 
employment in this manner. : 

Looked at for the first time there seems nothing wrong 
“with the scheme. It would save people, says the promoters, 
a lot of worry and would eliminate the danger of dishonest 
servants. But there are manifold objections tu anything of 
this sort being done either officially ur by a woney-making 
concern. We object to the principle of rezistration because 
it conflicts with the liberty of the subject: we object tovit 
because it places a “boy” or other servant under the com- 
plete domination of their etnployers whether those em- 
ployers are fitted to have servants or not; and we must 
object to any scheme whereby a man can only obtain

-party. Servants must be as free to obtain or relinquis. 
employment as the reader of this article or the promoter of 
‘the scheme of registration, and it is unfair te institute a 
_semi-detective agency. and thereby cast the slur of dis- 
houesty on a class that has long since been praised for its 
general integrity. Those who have trouble with. Chinese 
servants are generally those least fitted to manage them 
and most unfitted to be their judges. If a photographed- 
credential card is desirable for domestic servants it is 
equally desirable for all of us.

About the housing famine there 
is no reom for doubt, but the 
extent of the shortage is . less 
certain. During last yezr several 
estimates put the figure at kalf a 
million or so, although one or two 
represented it as double this. A 
London newspaper r-cently to 
hand reports a member of the 
building trade as saying that the 
scarcity would be covered by 
100,000. Whether this is after 
allowing for the houses that have 
been erected during the last year 
or 80 is not clear. Even in the 
latter case the figure shows 
s huge discrepancy. It is pos- 
sible that, in spite of the 
stringency of accommodation, the 
shortage has been exaggerated. 
When there are enough houses to 
go round with ea few to spare, 
tenaats can rzadily obtain pre- 
mises, but as. scop as evene 
moderate shottage occurs houses 
are at @ premium.
